Speed Method 
For Emergency 


Washing 
By ELEANOR ROSS 


E are all occasionally faced 

with the probtem of whether or 
not fo wash a dress of © delica.e 
cotour or a print which we fear 
may not be entirely colour fast. 


The best thing is to try the seven- 
minute method, so-calied, because, 
under normal conditions it takes 
ubout that-long.for water to pene- 
trate a dye to'the point where it 
begins. to run With care the 
washing job. can be compleed 
within that time. . 


Test Picce 


First, make a test to see If this 
specdiest of washing procedures Js 
necessary. Baste white thread on a 
scrap ot the coloured fabric, then 
place’ ina tumbler of lukewarm 
suds. Allow test plece to remain 
exuctly seven minutes, then squeeze 
dry in a towel, ond iron. ‘If there 
is no change of colour in water, 
{fabric or thread, routine care ts all 
that is necessary. If water 1s 


she will be [tinted but fabric’ colour” unchanged, 


this indicn.cs bleeding* but not 
fading. In this case, the garment 
must be washed alonc. 

If the garment is a combination 
of cotuurs’or tuorics, use the follow- 
Ing speed method for emergency 
washing: First, have  cverything 
ready before starting the washing 
job, klave lroning board in place 
and whea ready to 
garment have the iron turned on 
so that ic will be warm enough to 
use immediately. 


Tub Of Water 


Run a tub of lukawarm water 
ready for rapid rinsing, and pre- 
pare a basin of lukewarm suds, 
Avoid Irritating the dye by . taking 
care tha every trace of soap is thor- 
oughly dissolved. ---Then.hurry the 
garmenf into the water, very gently 
squeeze the.suds through it several 
umes, and rinse promptly and thor- 
oughly. Squeeze, but do not wring, 
then slip a towel inside the garment, 
place another towel under it, and 
roll it up for one minute. 


Take out dress ang begin to iron 
it ‘at once. If? you work with dis- 
patch, the dress should be washed 
and ironed ‘before “seven minutes 
have elapsed, © It is best to hang Jt 
awhile where alr can circulate, to 
make: sure ‘all dampness has: dis-_ 
appenred,' so that the garment will 
not wrinkle unduly. .
